Completing a motor trip of 416(5 miles, 


the editor of the Argus and his wife 
reached home early on Tuesday morn- 
ing after an absence of a little over 
eight weeks.

coast from Los Angeles to Vancouver, 
British Columbia. 
Points touched en- 


TOute were Bakersfleld, Lindsay, Oak- 
land, San Francisco, Berkeley, Bedding, 
Sisson, Ashland, Eoscberg, Salem, Port- 
land, Olympia, Seattle, Vancouver, Vic- 
toria, and a visit of several weeks with 
their daughter and husband at Port 
Angeles. 


Everywhere in Oregon and Washing- 


ton were evidences of returning busi- 
ness prosperity. In Portland, Seattle 
and Vancouver there are today few idle 
men, a very great contrast to the condi- 
tion which prevailed in these centers a 
year ago. Merchants report excellent 
business, and lumber and paper mills 
are working full blast. 
In Northern 


California, particularly in the San Joa- 
quin valley, business is exceptionally 
good, and the wonderful growth and 
improvements noted in these towns in- 
dicate that they have never felt the 
depression which has prevailed follow- 
ing the war in other sections of the 
United States. California has been the 
one bright spot on the business map of 
America. 


With the hundreds of miles of boule- 


vards now constructed, a motor trip 
from the Mexican line at San Diego 
north to the Canadian boundary makes 
every day of the journey a holiday. All 
the road as far north as Sisson, at the 
foot of Mount Shasta, is now paved. 
When the motorist reaches the Oregon 
lino he is again on a wide and splen- 
didly paved highway until he reaches 
Portland. 
Oregon is even excelling 


California in its splendid highway con- 
struction. From Portland to Seattle is 
experienced the roughest roads on the 
trip—long strteches of hard gravelled 
roads, which wear tires like a piece of 
sandpaper and call aloud for the most 
improved shock absorbers.

run from Olympia to Port Angeles, 
along the edge of the Hood canal, is 
the delight of everyone who loves na- 
ture unspoiled by the touch of man.

No trip around the Sound is complete 


without a visit to Victoria, the most 
ultra English city on the American con- 
tinent. Motorists ship their machine by 
boat to Victoria from Seattle, Vancou- 
ver or Port Angeles, at a cost ranging 
from $5 to $7.50, according to the 
weight and make of the automobile. 
There are many excellent and scenic 
roads on Vancouver island. 


Eighty miles from Port Angeles, on 


the Pacific seaboard, reached by a road 
at most seasons of the year possible for 
automobiles, is the Indian town of 
Quillayute, inhabited 
by filthy but 


wealthy Indians, who make their living 
seal hunting. 


No one in the world except the one 


tribe of Washington Indians is allowed 
to kill fur seals indiscriminately. 
The 


herd is under the protection of the 
United States government. 
This ar- 


rangement was entered into by means 
of a treaty signed by England, Russia, 
Japan and the United States in 1913. 
Before the conference to discuss the 
treaty, the Quillayutes, one of the small- 
est Indian tribes in the United States, 
demanded the retention of the rights of 
their forefathers—that to hunt the fur 
seal. Their claims were allowed, but the 
Indians were granted permission to hunt 
the seals only in the primitive ways 
used by their forefathers. 


None but Indians are allowed in the 


war canoes that go fifty miles to sea 
after seals. 
Rifles or firearms of any 


sort are forbidden. 
Power boats are 


barred. 


"It's a sort of a bet," explained 


Frank Ward, one of the mightiest of 
the hunters. "The government bets us 
we can't take our canoes, use only 
spears and brave gales and waves and 
get seals. If we win, we get plenty of 
skins and sufficient money. If we lose 
—death." 


So great is the herd and so leisurely 


do they travel that the seals consume 
one whole month in passing that danger 
point, the mouth of the Quillayute 
river. It's a month of anxiety for the 
squaws.

icon meal at Quillayuto the faces of 
:he women may be seen turned sea- 
ward -and high up on the pe'ak of a 
bluff that overlooks the Pacific is sta- 
tioned a lookout. 
Just about as the 


sun is setting the first sail is noticed. 
The signal is given and every man, 
woman and child—dogs too—flock to 
the landing place, and await the arrival 
of the hunters. 


An average of twenty-five seals to a 


canoe is considered excellent. 
Shiver- 


ing with cold, hungry and tired after 
their 
lOOr-milo fight with wind and 


wave, the hunters hurry to their homes 
and warmth while the squaws carry in 
the seals—feel for the,, only time the 
soft bodies of the valuable animals. 


Day after day the Indians make 


trips. 
Once, last year, a canoe was 


blown far from the usual track and a 
starving, half-frozen crew was picked 
up by a San Francisco bound vessel. 
These hunters returned from San Fran- 
cisco by train to Seattle, hurried across 
Lake Crescent and over the road to 
Quillayute. 
The 
morning following 


their arrival home, all were 'in canoes 
again, fighting again 
their 
battle 


against wind and wave. 


Skins are "pickled" and sold once a 


year to a Seattle "firm. 


"We recognize the romance Of the 


Quillayute seals and we retain that ro- 
mance for the benefit of the -women of 
Washington," declared the manager of 
the Seattle firm that buys the skins 
each year from the Indian hunters. 
"The skins are sent to England where 
they are dyed and treated and made 
into coats of the latest style. We are 
careful to see that the actual skins 
taken by the Quillayute Indians are re- 
turned to the Northwest where they be. 
long. Washington women thus get the 
same fur as those taken each year un- 
der government supervision in Alaska. 
Their coats are a little less expensive 
and they have in addition that which 
money cannot buy, the coat, with a ro- 
mance." 


Seal skin coats this year, say the fur- 


riers, are "50 per cent cheaper," al- 
hough still way beyond the reach of the 
average woman's clothing allowance. A 
thousand dollar bill might complete the 
transaction, although there are better 
coats that cost more. 
'' Seal skin coats may seem expensive, 


but in reality they are not," declared 
the furrier. "The woman in the seal 


in coat class doesn't think anything 


of paying $100 to 150 for an ordinary 
coat which she wears one winter and 
gives to the servant girl the following 
season. If she buys a genuine seal skin 
coat it will last ten, twelve, fifteen 
years or longer. The style never changes. 
It's the cheapest coat in the long run."

One of Covina's early pioneers, who 


settled in Covina just a few years after 
the first orange grove was planted in 
the locality, died on Friday, Nov. 3, at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. William 
Falk, at Huntington Park, in the per- 
son of Mr. David P. Bisbee, well known 
to many here. 


Mr. Bisbee was 88 years old, and until 


recently was to be seen occasionally 
upon the streets of Covina and at ser- 
vices- in the Christian church, during 
visits to his son, Frank Bisbee of Or- 
ange street. He was a true pioneer of 
the straightforward, fearless Christian 
type, kindly and well-beloved by every- 
one. 


Mr. Bisbee with his wife and family 


moved from Wisconsin to Covina in 
1893, settling on the land which he 
planted to oranges at the corner of 
Workman and Azusa avenues, where he 
made his home until after the death of 
his wife in 1909. 


Mr. Bisbee's death occurred at the 


home of his daughter, Mrs. William 
Falk, at Huntiugton Park, and although 
he was well advanced in years, he main- 
tained his robust health almost to the 
end. 
The body was brought to Covina, 


where on Monday of this week, at 2 
p.m., the funeral was held in the chapel 
of the Froggatt funeral home, North 
Citrus avenue, Rev. Richard Gentry of 
the First Christian church officiating. 
There was a large gathering of fellow- 
workers and friends of the church pres- 
ent, and appropriate music was rendered 
by the church choir.

Experts Predict "Big Christmas" 


Christmas this year is to be a big event for manufacturers, 


wholesalers, retailers and consumers, according to observers 
who have been canvassing preholiday sentiment in the United 
States. 


As usual at this stage, the statement is made that "the 


trend will be toward articles of utility.'' This is the customary 
and expected prediction in late October and early November. 
Then, during the Christmas shopping period, the people go out 
and buy according to their desires, whether the commodities 
favored are classed as "necessities" or luxuries." 


The main thing is that the country is prosperous—soundly, 


generally, fundamentally prosperous. It is the only truly pros- 
perous country in the world today—the only one which is basing 
its general economic structure on the solid foundation of steady 
and uniform productivity and receptive, adequate markets. 


For this condition of affairs, the country can give praise to 


a number of circumstances, all of which have contributed to the 
present satisfactory situation. 


Primarily, perhaps, we might thank our lucky stars that 


America deflated before the remainder of the world. It was a 
bitter experience, but it was beneficial in the end. When our 
balloon came down, it descended gradually. It did not hit rock 
bottom with such force as to shatter anything but vain hopes 
and paper profits. 


Again, we may give thanks to the American habit of work- 


ing. As soon as the war ended, the thought of the people turned 
to gainful effort along peace-time lines. Although richest of the 
belligerents, America was the first to turn to common, everyday 
work as the solution of its economic troubles. The remedy has 
proved effective. 


Praise also must be given the Harding administration and 


the present congress, not only because of what they have done 
but also, in equal measure, because of what they have refused 
to do. 
" 


Had congress been less restrained, had the administration 


been less businesslike, there never could have been developed 
that feeling of confidence among business men the country over 
which has inspired them to undertake the various enterprises by 
which prosperity first was invited and, then, was expedited. 


There Was, of course, the sound foundation of economic 


necessity that made better times possible; but, it needed the 
psychological effect of confidence to inspire men to take advan- 
tage of existing advantages. 


Coviua merchants are planning to stimulate the "Christmas 


Spirit" by early decorations, by appropriate displays and in 
other ways. 


Their policy is to be commended. If this is to be the "big 


Christmas" experts predict, it is the part of good merchandising 
to get the people into the stores early in order that they may 
obtain just what they desire in the way of holiday purchases. 


In this, as in other matters transpiring since the deflation 


period, American business has been forehanded, foresightecl and 
has displayed qualities of courage and leadership.

New Briquette Smudge 
Pots Are Shown Here 


A' pot for burning briquettes for the 


heating of orchards was demonstrated 
in Covina last Saturday night by the 
men who are manufacturing the pots 
in Pomona. 


These pots are being manufactured 


by the Pomona Valley Proctective As- 
sociation, and arc the idea of J. E. 
Adamson and J. C. Smith of Pomona. 


The chief appeal of the new pots is 


its simplicity and low cost. It is really 
nothing more than a joint of pipe with 
ventilating holes at the bottom—some- 
thing like a joint of stovepipe—only 
made of thicker material. It is also 
claimed that it emits much less smoke 
than an oil pot and that the smoke is 
not so sooty. 


The heat thrown out is not so intense 


as an oil pot, but by allowing a burner 
to a tree the temperature in an orchard 
can be raised considerably—probably 
seven degrees. 
The burner retails at 


75 cents each, with larger ones at 90 
cents each for the outside rows. 


The briquettes cost fifteen dollars de- 


livered, or eleven dollars at the Los 
Angeles yard. 
One.half ton will fill 


the pots one time on one acre of ground. 
One thousand dollars should cover the 
cost on ten acres. 


The burners are lighted by having a 


brick made of shavings and saturated 
with kerosene. A torch is touched to 
this. 
In case the fire is lighted and 


the temperature raises the burners can 
be kicked over and the briquettes cease 
burning and can be gathered and used 
again. 


It looks as if the device would work 


out all right for an ordinary frost. In 
such severely cold weather as we had 
last year, the heat might not be suffi- 
cient. Also, it would possibly be neces- 
sary to start the briquettes off a little 
sooner, as the heat would be slower to 
take cffi.'ct than that from an oil pot. 


One advantage of this burner is that 


the fire remains in the center, which 
does nut heat the met id to a red-hot 
condition, ,v> that by proper cure during 
the time when not in use they .should 
li'Kt a long time. • The advantage of 
this burner over the onb put out by the 
Los Angeles Gas Corporation is that 
they have ICHH ventilation at the bot- 
tom, which keeps the fuel from blazing 
tirid burning out too soon.

Pacific Electric Will 


Extend Glendora Line 


The two eastern lines of the Pacific 


Electric are to be connected from Glen- 
dora, the end of the Monrovia-Azusa 
division, to Lone Hill, a junction point 
near San Dimas, on the Eiverside,San 
3ernardino division. 


Active construction work on the road 


awaits only the consent of the rail- 
road commission to build crossings at 
grades over several highways and tracks 
of the Southern Pacific and Santa Fe. 


Plans for the new rond were revealed 


recently with the Pacific Electric's ap. 
plication to the railroad commission and 
were confirmed by D. W. Pontius, man- 
ager of the company. 


The new line, according to Pontius, 


will cost approximately 400,000 and will 
be the first "heavy construetion" to 
be undertaken by the railroad since 
America's entrance into the World War. 


It will bo five miles in length cutting 


through from Glendora to a connection 
with the Los Angeles-Sari Bernardino 
line at Lone Hill. 


This connection will make possible 


the handling through Glendora of traf- 
fic originating at Pasadena, Monrovia 
and other points along the foothills, 
en route to points on the valley line, 
without coming all the way back to 
Los Angeles, at Valley Junction. 


It will also facilitate traffic from the 


foothill town for the Pomona-Ontario 
district, which is now possible only by 
stage, or back to Valley Junction in 
Los Angeles. 


Plans for this work, Pontius said, 


were completed before the war but con- 
struction was held up by the railroad 
commission at the outbreak 'of hostili- 
ties with America.
